§ 3. That Aid corporauon shall haye power in law, to 
take, hold and poelen landa and tenements, goodl and chat­
tels, .f whatever name, nature and quality, real, penoaaland 
mixed, which now &re, or hereafter may become, the property 
of laid corporation by right, grant, bargain, sale, will, deTiae, 
bequest, or otherwise, from any penon or per80DII, body polL­
tic or oorporate, capable of making the Bame, and the said 
lands and tenements, goodl and chattels, to grant, bargaiD, 
sell and conny at pleasure: ProtJided, that the fondl of 
saieI corporation shall be exclusively applied to the objecta 
set forth in thil Act. 

§ 4. That the objects and purposel of said corporatioa 
ahaU be wholly confined to the establishment and endowment, 
management and maintenance of a University, inolllding all 
the College departmenta aDd faculties necessary for impart­
ing thorough instruction in the elementary and applied 
lCiences in literature, and the arts, and the learned pro­
fealion •. a.". § 5. That said corporation shall meet a.nDua11y, at the 

. time and place of holding the senion or'the laid Iowa An· 
nual Conference, until the said Conference shall be diYided, 
and thereafter at the time and place det~rmined by its mem­
